More and more, non-recyclables are finding their way into single-stream/recycling containers —
things like plastic bags, organic matter (food, liquid and yard waste), rubber hoses, wires, scrap
metal and Styrofoam to name a few.

Contamination rates — or the percentage of trash mixed with recyclables is growing. The result is
we are being charged to send our trash, and not recycling for processing.

Because of costs associated with processing our recycling we will now be sending any contaminated
recycling loads to the landfill and a tip fee will be charged to the hauler.
